“In, a quiet, unostentatious: fashion, the 
Women's, Medical -College of the. American 
Presbyterian: Migsion at Canton is perform: 
ing a great work, which must have abiding 
effects on the social life of China, The aim 
of the College is to provide course of study’ 

.in medicine for Chinese ‘ladies ..who, on 
graduation, will be equipped with an educa- 
tion. which will enable ‘them to, practise. 
within the ptecinets of the female quarters 

of Chinese residences, One, of the problems 

which have’ faced the medical missionaries 

in China has been the difticulty of obtaining 
entrance tothe setluded homes of Chinese 

lddies; and eveh when they were granted 

.admission, it was found an almost impossible 
task to overcome the natural shyness of the 
inmates in presence of a foreigner. it was a* 
happy inspiration: which led to the establish- 

nent ‘of. the Women’s Medical College, at 

Canton, where native lady students could: be~ 
instructed’ in ‘the principles of western 

medicine, and sent out to exercise their art 

on their countrywomen in times of sickness. 
Chinesé ladies would be more smenable.to 

the influence oftheir own people than the 

‘minisirations of strangers, ‘andathe very fact 

that they should give up thd, practice of 
charming away sickness by the adoption of. 
fetiches and the wearing of phylacteries is a 

step in advance, whose importance cannot

THE GOVERNOR'S ADDRESS. . 
His ‘Excellency ‘the Governor, .who: was 
cheered to the echo, remarked he found it was 
uften the case that the report of the headmaster 
was somewhat more favourable than that ofthe 
Inspector of Schools, But while Mr. Irving 
Had pointed out various weak points—to whic 
he was sure the instructional staff would give 
attention—he stated that the work and manage- 
ment of the school could not be considered 
otherwise than very afficient. ‘That was very 
satisfactory, as was also the success of the boys 
in the Oxford Local Examitation, and ‘the ex: 
amipation for the Belilios Scholarship, andin the 
-advanced « curse of hygiene. His Excellency 
said he noted with satisfaction, that the, sum- 
sbere had increased, and that tne attendance had 
been more-regular, Also, that.the strength of 
the teaching staff was being maintained. That 
was very important, especially in view of the 
curriculum having been ‘extended, and he 
though{ it well to repeat the word of warming 
which Ke gave St. Stephen's, College, that -the. 
management should bear in mind that. know- 
ledge was better measured by its depth than 
the extent of its area. Addressing the boys, 
.H s Excellency said they would remember that, 
at the last prize-giving, ha talked to them about | 
history, and explained to. them how the. facts 
derived from the school course helped them to 
a subsequent apprehension of the world’s in-’ 
te-esting stpries,‘ He had ‘then given them 
two sketches to show how the growth of a 
civilisation or of a nation could be traced down 
the centuries, ,On this occasion he thought he 
might be, able to interest them. by a sketch 
drawn in another way, Instead of following a 
story down the course‘al time, he would.try. to. 
give them a rough picture of. the state of the 
world at. a paiticular period: of its existence. 
That would helpthem to s-practice which he 
always followed when he read about events 
which -happened long’ ago—to try to picture 
for. himself the events which were happening at 
the same time in other countries. The period 
which he piaposed to deal with was the year 
soo B.C, 24 centuries ago. It would: help 
them to understand the ‘date when he. stated, 
that since, that time 7§ generations of people 
had lived and died, ‘His Excellency proceeded 
briefly to describe the condition of affairs in 
China, the dynasty, the philosophers, and their 
teachings, and the general siate of the country. 
Passing on to India, His Excellency traced the |. 
tiso of Buddhism, the. power’ of the Brahmin 
ricsis—~overthrown for a time by the lustre of 
Buddha—and ‘the _ power -of ‘India's ancient 
‘civiliaation. The Persians were then at ihe 
height of their greatness under the rule of 
Darius the’ First, The revolt of the Greeks 
against the oppressio’ of the Persians had just 
commenced, to culminate in the great battles 
of Marathon on Jand and Salamis at sea, when 
the Persian power was. first overthrown. Then 
the Greeks, freed from the, thraldom of the 
suzerain power, laid the foundation .of their 
glory in’ ahe arts, which did nore for the 
civilisation. of Europe than anything ‘else. 
Western Euroje: wis inhabited by skin-clad 
and naked barbirians, In conclusion, His Ex- 
cellency trusted that, from the sketch he had

George ‘111 nt the commencement of the 19th 
century and there were some recent American 
“notions” in the'way of artillery. Muscat was 
‘nota particularly agreeable place in which to 
stay, owing tothe intense heat. | Nevertheless, it 
had been for a long time the headquarters of 
a small British naval force, which was intended 
to suppress piracies which were nearly as: fre- 
quent there, as in some of the Chinese rivers. 
The pirates jhad’ all been suppressed . now, 
buta gunboat wasgenerally kept,and onthe rocks 
round the harbour could be. seen the names:

‘ing this. prize distribution as an. auspicious 
occasion to the peninsula of Kowloon, seeing 
it partakes of the nattire of a double function. 
It celebrates, first, the opening of the New Gov- 
ernment School for the education of Chinese 
youths in English ideas. Secondly, itis the first 
distribution of prizes to Chinese scholars ina 
Goverament School on the peninsuld'of Kow- 
‘toon by. H.E, the. Governor of‘ the Colony. 
Since my fast report the staffhas beet increased 
by the appointment of two additional assistant 
Chinese masters, The work of the wholes of 
my present staff has been. performed in an 


~|-exceedingly satisfactpry manner, -  ~ 


The fees have increased from $1,200 to 
$1,8:0, and the average daily attendance has 
fisen from, 84 to 95, being an increae in lees 
of 50 per cent. and in attendance of.15 per 
cent.’ This, I think, can be considered ‘evid- 
ence.of a desire on the part of Chinese parcats 
and guardians for a sound and thorough Eng: 
lish education in Kowloon and districl. 
.-To our syllabus, hygiene bas been added 
during the past year, although the boys pre- 
sented by this school failed-so unaccountably 
in the team examination—a failure which: is 
due in a great degree to the superior calibre of 
their opponents. Some of these competitors 
were English, others were Porluguese, and 
in either case. boys’ with. a mora, ready 
command of fluent English. than "native 
boys could reasonably be expected to write. 
My impression, when this competition was 
‘established, ,was this that it was with the sole 
iden of encouraging the ‘study of hygiene by 
the Chinese youths, who attend our schools, 
and not to encourage the study of that science 
amongst the English children of the Colony,
